Martin Collins and Thomas Hanlon were 
escaping gas at noon Monday 
repairing a@ main at Eleventh street 
and Franklin avenue. 

They are now at the City Hospital. Han- 
condition is serious, and the doctors 
say he may die. 

Collins and Hanlan, with several] other 
laborers, were at work repairing the eight- 
inch main. They had dug down and the 
big pipe was exposed. While they we 
in the trench the pipe became dis- 
and the gas shot forth with won-

derful power. 

The blast struck them full in the face anu 
in an instant the flames overcame them. It 
took all the strength from them ina sec- 
ond, and they had no power to crawl from 
the trench nor to cry out for aid. They 
fell where they were at work and for over 
a minute the powerful flow of gas struck 
them fairly in thelr faces. It filled their 
lungs and renderéd them unconscious. 

Other workmen saw the predicament that 
had overtaken their fellows and they has- 
tened to their rescue. The unconscious 
men were dragged from the trench and re- 
to a point where the gas could not 
them.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The United 
States Supreme Court to-day ¢ecided the 
Joint Traffic Association reilroali case in 
favor of the United States and agains: the 
railroads. 

The case is considered one of the most 
portant that has ever come from the 5Su- 
preme Court, not only to the railroads but 
to the general public. and beesuse of the 
vast railroad properties represented by the 
Taffic Association. The associattun was 
formed on Nov. 19, 1895. by 31 railways, 
representing the great trunk lines and their 
network of branches. Tae purpose of the 
association, as stated in the articles of 
was “to establish and maintain 
reasonable and just rates, fares and regu- 
and interstate traitic."’ 

A similar assoviation, on a smaller scale, 
was formed among Southwestern roads, 
known as the Transmissouri Association, 

These associations were soon attacked in 
the courts on the ground that they were in 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
and also of the interstate commerce law. 
The transmissouri case first reached the 
United States Supreme Court, where, in a 
notable opinion, the court held that the as- 
socijation wage illeg:l, being in effect a com- 
bination in restraint of trade and com- 
merce, and therefore violative of the antl- 
trust law.

BURY’S LACK OF DE- 
CISION.,. 


BETTER FEELING 
PREVAILS IN PARIS. 


A Semi-Official Note Enceavors to 
Quiet the Alarm of the People 
Over the Probability 
of War. 


LONDON, Oct, &.—The French yellow 
book on Fashoda seems to indicate an in- 
tention on the part of the French Govern- 
ment to utilize the Marchand affair as a 
means of raising the whole Egyptian ques- 
tion. This impression is confirmed by the 
comments of most of the Paris papers this 
morning. 

The London press admits the gravity of 
the situation revealed by the yellow book, 
but the papers are unanimous in declaring 


that it is impossible for Lord Salisbury “‘o 
consent to any negotiation until Fashoda is 
evacuated. As, however, the French For- 
eign Minister, M, Delcasse, with equal 
firmness declines to withdraw Marchand 
without previous negotiations, the situation 
has an ominous outlook. 

The Times, in its editorial, says Lord 
Salisbury has not replied to Baron De 
Coutcel’s pretensions with the decision with 
the decision which might be hoped for. 

Baron De Courcel, after a long confer- 
ence with M, Delcasse, Jeft Paris for Lon- 
don yesterday. 

According to the Temps, he had an im- 
portant conversation with Lord Salisbury 
before he left London, and will have an- 
other on returning there. Another dispatch 
from Paris says it is rumored there that 
he is bringing to London definite proposals 
for the evacuation of Fashoda, on condi- 
tion that France be granted a Nile outlet 
on the River Baher-El-Gazel, one of the 
tributaries of the Nile, entering it about 
190 miles southwest of Fashoda, at Mok- 
rem-El-Bonur. 

Most of the special dispatches to the 
London morning papers say that yesterdey 
the feeling in Paris was decidedly more 
hopeful, owing to the widespread idea— 
which the yellow book confirms—that Lord 
Salisbury had not flatly refused to enter- 
tain Baron de Courcel’s suggestion of com- 
pensation for the evacuation of Fashoda. 


PARIS, Oct. %4.—The newspapers here to- 
day warmly praise the exposition of the 
French side of the Fashoda question pre- 
sented by the Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

The Figaro says: “If the British Govern- 
ment rejects France's moderate and just 
proposals it can only be because the Gov- 
ernment of Great Britain desires before ev- 
erything else the humiliation of France.” 

The general tone of the French press 
comments is reflected by the Eclaire, which 
remarks: ‘“‘An agreement regarding Fa- 
shoda can be arrived at.provided Great 
Britain does not persi.t tn asking for the 
immediate recall of M1ij. Marchand, But as 
to an outlet on the Nile, we have an abso- 
a. thereto, and will brook no re- 
usal,”’

QUIETING THE ALARM. 


French Note Says There Is No Founda- 
° tion for War Rumors. 
PARIS, Oct. 24.—A semi-official note is- 
sued this evening says: 
“There is no foundation for the alarmist 
rumors regarding the relations between 
France and Great Britain. It is equally 
incorrect to say.» that extrordinary meas- 
ures have been taken in any of our naval 
ports.’’ 
The Fashoda yellow book is voluminous 
but it does not include Maj. Marchand’s 
report, which will be published later. The 
dispatches were largely anticipated by the 
English Fashoda blue book. 
The diplomatic conversations recorded 
show a cur'ous endeavor on the French 
side to represent that Marchand’s mission 
was quite as important as Gen. Kitchen- 


er’s on the ground that the struggle was 
aguinst the Khalifa and barbarism. 
The Siecle, after urging peace, says: 
“Fran@® would hardly come off b tter itn 
a war with England than did Spain in the 
war w.th the United States. France would 
be better employed in developing her col- 
onies than in thwartng England.”’

NINE NEGROES ARE 
KILLED IN MISSISSIPPI. 


ONE WHITE DEPUTY KILLED AXD 
THREE OTHERS ARE RE. 
PORTED WOUNDED. 


GOVERNOR THINKS THAT 
TROOPS ARE NOT NEEDED. 


Nevertheless, the Citizens of Harper- 
ville Are Apprehensive and Are 
Guarding Against a Possible 
Attack by the Blacks. 


WILMINGTON, N. C., Oct. 24.—The op- 
position to what is called the negro rule in 
this city has gone so far in its policy of 
force as to buy a rapid flre machine gun. 
The shooting of three guards at Lumber- 
ton, N. C., yesterday has led to such prep- 
aration on the part of the whites as makes 
almost certain many deaths election day. 

Rioting in this city has been only nar- 
rowly averted several times. Arms are in 
nearly every, house. The race quarrel has 
been so bitter that Senator Marion ¢<. But- 
ler and the Hon. O. H. Dockery, Repub- 
lican candidate for Congress, have been 
warned to not attempt to speak in this 
ctiy, and have cancelled their engagements. 

In other portions of the State the fusion- 
ist speakers are met by determined men, 
and are not allowed to speak. White, the 
negro Congressman, was stopped at Kins- 
ton Friday night, where he went to speak. 

The People’s party, in 1894, by a fus.on 
arrangement with the Republican party, 
composed of 120,000 negroes and 25,000 whites, 
captured the Legislature, whereupon it was 
alleged that the negro had become a con- 
trolling element in politics. In 1896 the fu- 
sionists again elected an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the Legislature, elected a Repub- 
lican Governor and Populist and Republican 
State officers. The negro, realizing his im- 
portance, demanded his share of the offi- 
ces. and ihe result Was that many of the 
eastern counties of the State, where they 
are largely in the majority, became ‘no- 
groized,’’ as the Democrats sneeringly call 
the elevation of the colored man to office. 

The Wilmington Messenger, the leading 
paper in the State, boldly declared a few 
days ago that the Democrats intended to 
overthrow the present political conditions. 
peaceably if possible, but by revolution if 
necessary. 

A squad of the negroes who were dis- 
persed at Aspole, Robeson County, before 
daylight yesterday morning, crept up to 
the town and shot three whites stationed 
there as guards. They were Albert Flovd. 
Robert Inman and William Bullard. Bul- 
lard is seriously wounded, the others 
Slightly. A hundred whites with blood- 
hounds are now in pursuit and it Is said 
four of the negroes have been caught. 

There is great excitement in all points 
in the State in telegraphic communication 
with Lumberton. The whites are tele- 
graphing the principal towns in the State 
for Winchester rifles to be sent there im- 
medaitely. 

Four negroes who shot 
guards have been captured near Ashpole. 
They were run down and brought to bay 
With bioodhounds. The negroes are now 
confined in box cars at Ashpold and heav- 
ily guarded. It is uncertain yet what the 
fate of the negroes may be but it is feared 
their cowardly attempt to assassinate the 
guards will exasperate the whitees as 
to cause more serious trouble. The guard 
was composed of eight or ten men who 
were around the fire in the open air. thus 
becoming €Casy targets for the negroes

TROOPS ARE NOT NEEDED. 
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Governor Finds That the Sheriff at 
Forest Controls the Situation. 
FOREST, Miss., Oct. 24.—Gov. McLaurin, 
who came here to investigate the trouble 
with negroes, has left for Harperville, be- 
jieving that no more fighting is to be ex- 
pected. He has telegraphed Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Henry that he need not bring his hast- 

ily improvised force here. 

In the attempt to arrest a negro near 
Harperville one white deputy was killed, 
three wounded and, according to the latest 
report, nine negroes were killed by the cit- 
izens and the Sheriff's posse combined. 
The pursuit of about 50 negroes who joined 
the original offender with the avowed inten- 
tion of preventing his arrest, and ambush- 
ed the party attempting the arrest, con- 
tinues, 

The Sheriff's posse has been reinforced by 
men from all the neighboring towns. 

The trouble originated last Friday, when 
Bill Burke, a negro, whipped Charles Free- 
man, a white ran. Saturday night a crowd 
of white men headed by Wallace Sibley, 
who was deputized to arrest Burke, went to 
his house, a mile from Harperville.

STORY NOT YET CONFIRMED. 


According to a Dispatch From Wichita 
the Bad Indian Is Now Mak- 
ing for New Mexico. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 24.—So far 
there is no confirmation of the report of 
Geronimo’s escape from his guards while 
returning to the reservation from Omaha. 
The story is that he escaped late in the af- 
ternoon while going from Elreno, O. T.., 
to Fort Sill. While being transported from 
Elreno to Fort Sill, a distance of some 60 
miles, very little attention was paid to 
him. He was allowed to ride near the 
rear of the band of Indians. As they were 
passing through a thicket he jumped off 
his pony and ran away. The guards were 
afraid to leave the other Indians and 
was allowed to go. 

Geronimo is about 
very active. 

Geronimo gave the Government a great 
deal of trouble before he was captured the 
last time he escaped from the San Carlos 
Reservation, 10 years ago. For months the 
chase was kept up and he and his few 
followers were finaliy captured, or rather 
induced to come in and surrender, by Lieut. 
H. W. Lawton, who, as Gen. Lawton, 
stormed El and is now governing 
Santiago.

The grass money is supposed to be paid 
semi-annually, but for some reason the 
Government is behind with the payments 
and even this source of income is denied 
the Indians. Twenty-six dollars was due 
each Indian last April. Thirteen was paid 
in June. Thirty more was due each Indian 
Oct. 1, but has not yet been paid, nor has 
the balance of the first payment, $13, yet 
been disbursed, so the Government is now 
behind with the Indians $43 each, If this 
should be pail now it would help matters, 
but even this would not settle the question 
of subsistence, for nearly all the Indians 
owe bills amounting to thetfr share of the 
payment, and there is a long, hard winter 
ahead to be provided for. 

The Indians are not demonstrative, but 
are. sullen and determined t6 eat. If they 
cannot eat one way they will another, and 
the only option to a Government issue is 
the white man’s cattle. Carcasses of fresh- 
lv slaughtered beef have already been 
found in the hills by the range riders, and 
proof is plentiful that the Indians did the 
slaughtering. It is an old story to the cat- 
tlemen, and they know only one remedy 
if the Government fails to act, 

The Indians are well armed with Gov- 
ernment rifles and ammunition, and if thor- 
oughly aroused could make a great deal 
of trouble.

HAWTHORNE 
WITHDRAWS FROM THE RAC- 
ING FIELD IN CHICAGO, 


SELLS ALL INTERESTS THERE. 


Having Other Interests That Demand 
His Attention, the Chicago Turf- 
man Sells All His Track Shares. 


~ 


The sensational statement is made this 
morning that Ed. Corrigan has retired 
from the racing fleld in which he hag been 
the most prominent figure in recent years. 

In fact, this morning Edward Corrigan is 
no longer the master of Hawthorne, and 
for the first time since the earliest his- 
tory of the running turf in Chicago he is 
without financial interest in a race track 
there. The Hawthorne track, the last rac- 
ing property controlled by him in this vi- 
cinity, has been sold to R. Fitzgerald, su- 
perintendent of the Chicago Junction Rail- 
wav Co. 

The transfer is of 10 acres, which com- 
prises the property inclosed by the race 
track fence, and the consideration given in 
the deed of transfer is $75,000. . S. Trude 
holds a first mortgage of $100,000, and A. 
Shimmel a second mortgage of $25,000 on 
the property, which was assumed by the 
purchaser, so that the grounds and plant 
Were sold fer $200,000. 

Mr. Fitzgerald has been a stockholder in 
the Chicago Racing Association, and a 
close personal and business friend of Cor- 
rigan’s, but from the most reliable sources 
it has been ascertained that the turfman 
h: no longer the slightest tinancial] inter- 

in the Hawthorne track. 

There are still 5 acres of land adjoin- 
ing the track, but outside of the inclosure, 
which the Chic ago Racing Association re- 
tained. Just who is interested -with Mr. 
Fitzgerald in the purchase of the racing 
plant cannot be ascertained, but it is un- 
derstood to be a speculative venture, as 
racing property may increase in value. 

The Hawthorne track was built in 1890 
by E. Corrigan, John Brenock and others, 
and there was-racing there until the spring 
of 1895. The track was unused until Au- 
gust of this year, when it was reopened, 
There were 36 days, racing, but the con- 
ditions were not favorable and it is known 
that Corrigan became thoroughly disgust- 
ed, and in the Janguage of one of his 
friends, having other interests that de- 
manded his time and capital, he decided 
to get rid of Hawthorne. 

The Sheffield course will be opened next 
Saturday and the meeting there will be 
continued for 15 days. Five events will be 
disposed of each day. The Sheffield, like 
the old East St. Louis track, is made of 
sand, and is good in any kind of going.

He Was a Member of the Well-Known

Mr. John H. Schafer, a prominent busi- 
ness man of the city, a member of the 
firm of Friedman Bros. & Schafer, died 
suddenly Sunday morning at 6 o’clock at 
his home, 3129 Pine street.
